Upon taking: these. same notes fo an 
English Bank, I was given a bil of exchange 
(probably ‘a safer form fortrantmlitiog money). for 
$50 upon payment at $50.02 (filty dollers and two 
cents). Thus the Bank, which makes @ profit. 
on cach transaction, charged me $2.78 cents less 
for sending the money to Shanghai thao the Post 
Office.

The questi-n of ‘the orening up of China fs 
one we bave ever befere us, It has been fn the 
alr since the very beginning of the century, abd 
might have been settled fifty years ago as easily 
as now, if wo only had gono the. right way 
We have, {n fact, been walting for 
China to open Itself, utterly mistaking the 
character of the native, who, however much he’ 
“himself may--desire to do a thing, will never do 
_ ft he fanctes it will please somebody else. On. 
' the other hand, "he ‘la wonderfally open to the 
logte of fact, and may be taken as the original type 
ofthe ‘possum, who, finding himself confronted 
by a honter, whose. guo never missed, guletly 
tomarked :—"'Don't shoots I'll come down,” 
Our diplomatists have, ‘unfortunately, always 
teken {1 for granted that because a Chinaman 
says" No,” be really means It, In the majority 
of cases the native understands as well as the 
diplomatist that what the latter wants is really 
for bis vood, but the cunning evolved of twenty 
centurtes leads bim, {n the first lostance, always 
to say “ No,” trusting that the diplomatist w 
in the long run elther retire, or a to the 
only argument he thoroughly understands-~' 
. thet of force. In elther case the nativs bas 
scored a victory, In the firrt. Instance, he’ 
a .ehowno bis prowess !n browbeating the 
‘forelgner; and, fn the second, be has got 
what most probably he desired all ‘the 
while ; and {n eltberhe has saved,’ wh 
most importance of allin his eyes, bls “(tac 
We might in 1843, when our first Treaty was 
made, have bad the whole Empire open, The 
Treaty provided for regular internal tariffs, and 
the. Government was In a position to have 
enforced ‘them, .We, however, permitted the 
stipulation _to become as dead-letter. -We 
stipulated for a fixed talff duty and the right for 
“our goods to. go to any part of the Empire on 
payment of am settled excise tn 1860, “bat 
we again let it slip. We Gaally, in the 
“elghties, bargained {t formally away. for 
more “open ports.” Bat open ports in China 
are but the complement of closed barriers and 
too often the open port existed bat in name. 
Practically our goo’s were stopped or hampered 
at the very threshold, and it was only a few of 
there which had become actual necessities that 
wero able to plerce the cordon. Now agals we 
hear of open ports, Sh Soochow, and 
Hangchow are thote {mmedittely named. Now 
» with regard to all three, bad we only stuck 
{o our orlginal agreement-we would have had 
no'necesalty to take the step and go to further 
expense of performing the ceremony of opening.

constant contention . that ‘this sam has 
always been Ica heavy a burden for this Colony 
to bear, At the time when It was imported we 
assented to ft, aw exchange was compsratively 
high, bat ever since then It has been falling: 
{a 1¥o1 we pild: $254,211.32, and In 1? 94 
$371,647 50. The burden has therefore become. 
more and more irksome, as we have constantly 
represented. Now, however, exchange Is rising, 
and the sum which we should have to pay fn 
dollars, if the same arrangement were adhered 
to, would be becoming less and less. On the 
other hand, with the proposed ne: 
the Imperial Government, receiving 
of 273 per cent, In dollars, will naturally benefit 
by the higherexchange goer. Thictshould be 
taken into consideration, and also the fact that

3. It must bo farther borne In miod that any 
increase in the revenue of the. Colony will mean 
a corresponding one in the military contribution.
